Savannawn, Ga., August &.—[Special. ]—-The 
rice planters along the Savannah river are in 
utter distress and despondency of spirit.

Vernezebre freshet bank was built thirty-five 
years ago.S1t runs back in land from the Back 
river and at right angles to the river, and is 
about two miles in jlength.. The Vernezebre 
freshet bank is not a financial institution, but 
it is a corporation with a president and other 
corporate officers, who keep it up, and who 
assess‘ the planters who are subjacent to it. 
This bank has never before been overtiowed. 
It was supposed to be four feet above the high- 
est fresiet. he waters this afternoou are way 
above it, and have rushed all over the rice 
fields of the Carolina coasts. This 
the ruin of nine thousand 
of cultivated rice land, which, at 
a calculation of forty bushels to the acre, and 
a dollar and a quarter to the bushel, 
joss of about four hundred and fifty thousand 
ollars, besides the immense damage to the 
banks. The rice is just now in a condition 
when water will ruinit. Three-fourths of it 
has just shot up and flowered. The rest has 
beaded and begun to nll. .The water will pre- 
yent the milk grom rising from the belly, and 

the rice will be blighted.

A SILVER-PLATED FAILURE. 


taird & Dillion, of Chicago, Passes Into the 
Hands of an Assignee. 

Cuicaco, August 8.—A deputy sheriff was 
this morning placed in charge of the plated 
ware establishment of Baird & Dillion, Nos. 
141 and 143 Wabash avenue. The firm made 
an assignment this morning to F. E. Morse. 
‘The liabilities are estimated at from $175,000 
to $200,600; the assets are unknown, probably 
$40,000. The firm has been in business ten 
years and has done a business of about $300,- 
000. The firm has several branch houses, one 
at New York; one at Cincinnati, Detroit, and 
perhaps others. The firm has been embarrass- 
ed for some time. The immediate cause of 
the failure was the closing in of several judg- 
ment notes held by TLos. E. Hill. <A confes- 
sion of judgment was also, entered 
in the circuit court by the firm 
this morning in favor of the First National 
bank. W. C. Tyler paper company at No. 109 
Adams street isin the hands of the sheriff. 
The levy was made at noon under a confession 
of judgment by the firm of the Union Na- 
tional bank for $38,000. ‘The firm has been in 
husiness about three years. Its officers are W. 
C. Tyler, president; F. P. Tyler, vice-presi- 
dent, and J. L. Rubel, treasurer. It has been 
doing a heavy business throughout the west 
and the chief cause of its collapse is a large 
number of bad debts, many of which have 
been contracted by western newspapers. Law- 
vers of the defunct firm estimate that the total 
liabilities are $350,000 and assets at the saime 
figure. 

J. L. Rubel was this afternoon appointed as- 
signee, although Deputy Sheriff Cleveland stil 
holds possession by virtue of confession made 
to the Union National bank, 

The “Two Job” Strike Ended. 

PirrspurG, Pa., August 8.—Secretary Mar- 
tin, of the Amalgamated association, received 
notification today that the strike at Brown 
Bonnells, at the extensive mills in Youngs- 
town, O., over the “two job’’ question had 
been settled, the firm agreeing to the rules of 
the Amalgamated association, that one man 
shall not hold more than one job. This is re- 
garded as a very important concession and the 
indications are that it will only be a day or 
two till all the mills in the Mahoning valley, 
now idle on account of the two job question, 
will be in operation. The Painters mill in this 
city resumed to-day. 

Turning Out the Knights. 

NEWARK, N. J., August 8.—The leather 
workers trouble culminated today when the 
manufacturers issued orders that on and after 
Saturday, August 13th, none but non-union 
men would be employed in their shops. This 
is the commencement of a fight between the 
Knights of Labor and the manufacturers as 
the men in Howells & Reilly’s shops have al- 
ready been ordered out by the knights.

work. The company announcés that it has 
obtained a full complement of drivers and fire- 
men to fill the vacancies caused by the strike.

In the city court of Moritgomery today the 
case of thestate vs Isaac H. Vimcent, @x-state 
treasurer against whom thirty-nine indict- 
ments was found for embezzlement of state 
funds to the amount of two hundred and eigh- 
ty thonsand dollars, was called. The state 
was represented by Solicitor Tennent Lomax, 
Attorney General MeCleland, and Colonel H. 
©. Tompkins. The defendant by Ex-trover- 
nor Watts and Captain J. M. Falkner.

A JURY AT A BAPTIZING. 
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Seventh Day of the Trial of Langston at 
Petersburg. 

PETERSBURG, Va., August 8.—The court and 
jury, lawyers and prisoner, met this morning 
refreshed after day’s rest and proceeded with 
the seventh day of the trial of Langston for 
the murder of Ruffin. The jury were taken 
to the colored Presbyterian church for worship 
on Sunday morning and in the afternoon went 
toa negro baptizing. Dr. Bryant’s testimony 
asan expert was concluded this afternoon. 
His opinion in brief, was that Ruffin’s wounds 
were necessarily fatal and death would have 
resulted without the surgical operation, but 
that the operation was not. attended with the. 
strict care and complete arrangements neces- 
sary for the case. 

Dr. Bryant will probably conclude the long 
list of experts who have occupied the atten- 
tion of the court for six days, when other wit- 
nesses will be introduced by the prosecution. 
{t has not yet been intimated what testimony 
outside of that bearing upon character will be 
introduced by the defense. 

The prosecution rested their case 
Langston murder trial this evening. After a 
brief examination of two orthree witnesses, 
they proved, by measurement, that Langston 
followed Rutiin ninety feet before firing the 
fatal shot, and that when he surrendered him- 
self to the chief of police he stated thatif he 
had not hit Ruffin it was not because he had 
not tried to do so. Langston’s pistol was ex- 
hibited, and admitted by the defense to be the 
weapon used. The first witness introdueed by 
the defense was Dr. David May, a practicing 
physician of thirty years standing, who was 
examined until the adjournment of the court. 
He described the operation of laparotmy as 
one performed toa very limited extent, be- 
cause of the danger attending it. As to its pro- 
priety there is a great diversity of opinion. 
Medical records show that it has been perform- 
od only fffty-seven times for gunshot wounds 
with about 80 per cmt of deaths. As for him- 
self he was not an advocate of laparotmy, but 
preferred a less disturbing plan of treatment 
which he minutely desenbed. The courtroom 
was crowded tonight, many physicians being 
interested listeners. Dr. May’s examination 
will be continyed tomorrow. 


PAYING THEIR FINES. 


in the 
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The Chicago Swindlers in Court Once 
More. 

Curcaao, August 8.—The four boodlers who 
were merely fined appeared in court this morn- 
ing for sentence. Action,however, was deferred 
until Thursday, exeept in the case of Commis- 
sioner Giels. He was anxious to have the 
matter closed at once. Sentence was pro- 
nounced and the anxious boodler quickly paid 
over his $1,000 fine. Arguments on the mo- 
tion for anew trial in the cases of the seven 
boodlers sentenced to the penitentiary were 
postponed until October 15th. These men had 
altered their purpose not to resign office, oth- 
erwise they would have been granted no de- 
lay. Some have already stepped put and others 
will quit without further ado. Sothe threat- 
ened deadlock and non-assessment is averted 
pending the arguments for new trial. The 
seven boodlers, though saved for the time be- 
ing from the penitentlary, remain immured in 
the county jail. 

A special grand jury is to be called without 
delay. Its first business will be the investiga- 
tion of the conspiracy that ended in the flight 
of McGargile. The paint and putty job, the 
biggest steal the county_suffered in any one 
transaction engineered by the boodlers, will 
then claim their attention. No doubt is ex- 
pressed but that Dr. St. John will be indicted 
for his share in getting McGargile off. The 
two sailors from the schooner Blake arrived 
here tonight to make affidavits against the 
doctor, after identifying him. The purpose of 
the depositions-is to complete legal proof that 
will be in the nature of a demand on the 
national government to take action. The af- 
fidavits of Canadians, taken both in Canada 
and the United States, showing that McGar- 
gile,a citizen of this country, while under 
conviction of crime, was spirited off by citizens 
of Canada forthe purpose of defeating the 
ends of justice here, will be part of the evi- 
dence that will be laid before the department 
of state at Washington, and if the authorities 
there can act under the law they will be urged 
to demand of the Canadian government that 
McGargile be delivered up. The matter 1s 
tlius to be mado an international question.

Mr. Monroe’s bill amending section 2525 of 
the code, introduced in the house yesterday, 
changes the time of making returns by ex- 
ecutors, administrators, etc., from July to 
January.

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The Verdict in the Horn Killing. 

There was considerable comment yester- 
Say afternoon over the verdict of the coro- 
mer’s jury in the case of the killing of Mr. 
C.D. Horn. The verdict of “accidental 
killing’ might as well have been that he 
died of a “‘gun shot wound.” The killing 
of Mr. Horn was undoubtedly accidental, 
but it was developed by every witness that 
Mr. Veal at the time of the killing was en- 
gaged in a personal conflict, in which Mr. 
Horn acted as peace-maker, and was trying 
to kill another man when he killed Mr. 
Horn. In this view of the case, it is hard 
to see how a jury could say that the killing 
was accidental. Is there no difference in 
the sight of this jury between the killing of 
Mr. Horn by Mr. Veal and the killing of a 
man by an engineer, who runs his wheels 
over him in the dark without ever having 
seen him? 

Mr. Horn’s friends claim that if Mr. Veal 
had killed Mr. Venable under the circum- 
stances as developed in the inquest, it would 
mot have been justifiable. Whatever offense 
be would have been guilty of if he had killed 
Mr. Venable, is certainly aggravated in the 
killing of Mr. Horn, who was not interested 
in the quarrel, save as a peace-maker, and 
yet the coroner’s jury, which would have 
been compelled to have brought in a more 
serious verdictif Mr. Venable had been 
killed, dismissed the case as accidental when 
Mr. Veal killed a perfectly innocent man.

heavy rains had caused floods, with con- 
tinued dry weather in parts of Texas, caused 
a buoyant market. On Tuesday the failure 
of Liverpool to respond to our advance was 
attended by a decline, and a further yield- 
ing of values on Wednesday morning was 
followed by a quick and full recovery on re- 
ports of a renewal of heavy rains in the sec- 
tions above named. On Thursday the mar- 
ket was unsettled, without important change, 
but made some advance in the later deal- 
ings, when the speculation was quite strong. 
Friday the market was variable and without 
important change. Cotton on the spot met 
with a moderated demand for home con- 
sumption. There was a decline of 3-16c on 
Saturday last. Friday there was a fair busi- 
ness for home consumption on the basis of 
10c for middling uplands.

Fulton County’s Increase. 

The tax digest of Fulton county, which 
was footed up yesterday by Mr. J. O. Har- 
ris, the tax receiver, gives as the total tax- 
able property for 1887 $34,129,265. Theto- 
tal taxable property of Fulton county in 
1886 was $32,781,740. The increase during 
the past year has been $1,447,528. 

The great bulk of this increase has been 
in Atlanta. Nearly a million and a half in- 
crease. in one year is indeed a splendid show- 
ing. It will probably not be approximated 
by any other county inthe state, though 
many of them will show large and gratify- 
ing gains on the figures for last year, 

The present digest places Fulton by sev- 
eral millions in the lead of Georgia coun- 
ties. What is better is that, it showsa 
growth and prosperity in which every man 
in Atlanta and Fulton county ought to feel 
a peculiar pride, 

It should be remembered that this great 
increase is figured, not from assessments of 
property, but from sworn returns made by 
the owners themselves.

Cholera and Impure Water. 

The spread of the cholera epidemic in 
South America and portions of Europe and 
Asia renders it necessary for us to be on our 
guard. 

In Chili an investigation was made into 
the agencies most active in spreading the 
disease. In the large cities it was found 
that where the water supply was pure the 
plague made very little progress.§The great- 
est mortality occurred in places where the 
water was bad. 

The fact should be borne in mind that in 
all large cities the wells are unfit for use. 
The appearance and taste of the water may 
be satisfactory, and yet it may be deadly 
poison. In Atlanta this danger has been 
recognized, and our authorities have very 
properly condemned such wells as were 
found to be contaminated. The good work 
should not stop. A pure water supply is 
one of the best sanitary safe-guards that a 
city can have, and nothing should be left 
undone to secure it.

A Chance to Make Milljons. 

The Richmond Whig gives to the world a 
scheme by which some enterprising capi- 
talist or stock company can make a few mil- 
lions as easily as Colonel Sellers would have 
done if the best of his great projects had 
been Pushed to practical success. This 
promising speculation is to be based on the 
state debt of Virginia. According to the 
Whig, a syndicate could buy up all the out- 
standing Virginia bonds at 50 cents on the 
doliar. This would require only $15,- 
000,000. 

Then the old bonds could be funded under 
the Riddleberger bill for $22,000,000, mak- 
ing a clear profit of $7,000,000, These 
figures, enormous as they are, do not repre- 
sent the best possibilities of the proposed 
scheme. It is presumed that the state would 
do as well for the syndicate as it has for the 
present bondholders. The state is willing 
to settle its total debt by the issue of $25,- 
000,000 of new three per cent bonds. If 
the syndicate could get these in exchange 
for the o]d bonds it would be $10,000,000 
ahead. 

But all this would not be net. All the 
old bonds could not be purchased, as a con- 
siderable portion of them belong to the sink- 
ing fund, the educational fund, etc. These 
would diminish the amount of capital re- 
quired and the possible profits. Still, after 
full allowance on this score, there would be 
a clear profit of $5,000,000 to the successful 
manipulators of the big deal. 

It ig true this $5,000,000 would be repre- 
sented by the new Virginia 3 per cents, but

Weare not excited into this suggestion by 
the deplorable tragedy of Sunday night— 
but are responding to a long series of homi- 
cides and murders which have no deeper 
impulse than the hip-pocket. Within the 
past six weeks two men have been shot— 
Mr. Reeves in Athens, and Mr. Horn in 
Atlanta. In each case the slayer was an 
alderman ofthe city in which he lived. 
Each of them habitually carried a pistol hid- 
den in his hip-pocket. When aldermen who 
make laws and are sworn to enforce them, 
habitually violate them, it is time to in- 
crease the penalty for breaking them. 

Let us take the case of Mr. Veal who kill- 
ed Mr. Horn. Here was a man of peace- 
ful pursuits, living in a peaceful town. He 
was going to pay a visit to a city, which 
was orderly and well-policed. He was go- 
ing to spend Sunday in that city. And yet 
making this quiet visit on the quiet day of 
the week, he puta deadly revolver in his 
pocket. He is embroiled in a casual quar- 
rel, draws this pistol and shutting his eyes, 
pulls the trigger. The first ball goes crash- 
ing through the brain of a perfectly innocent 
man who was holding back the fist that was 
hammering him ip the face, and the second 
ball was imbedded in his own foot. 

But what about Mr. Horn? Here wasa 
model citizen. A man of gentle habits, of 
kind nature, who perhaps never saw a pis 
tol since the war closed. He goes to visita 
friend at his room. While sitting there, in 
comes a stranger who in a moment is em- 
broiled ina fight. Mr. Horn, anxious to 
preserve the peace, seizes the arm that is 
uplifted against the stranger. In an in- 
stant he is killed by a ball from the pistol of 
the man he is attempting to save. What 
man is safe, when such men as Horn are 
slain in the privacy of a friend’s room? No 


man is safe as long as men are permitted to 
J 


swagger in public with pistols hidden be- 
neath their coat tails. 

If Mr. Veal has any sensibility he would 
gladly give his right arm if he had never car- 
ried a pistol. And yet men like Veal will con- 
tinue to carry pistols and continue 
to shoot down peaceable men, *one 
of whom is worth a whole tribe of pis- 
tol-toters. Some one has wisely said: ‘‘When 
a man puts a pistol in his pocket that man 
has already plotted murder in his brain.” 
It is certain that a man whose head is heat- 
ed with drink and whose pocket is weighted 
with a pistol is as dangerous and pretty 
nearly as irresponsible as a dog with hydro- 
phobia and his fangs unmuzzled.

From the Philadelphia News. 

The physicians of the Pernsylvania }ospital 
assert that they have no record of a colored person 
suffering from sunstroke being admitted to that in- 
stitution. This isa remarkable fact. It is enough 
to make white folks envious in this sort of weather" 

Most people would imagine that colored pea@ple 
were far less apt te be overcome by the heat. than 
their Caucasian brethren, but it is rather strange to 
learn tl at, in a hospital where scores of sunstroke 
cases are attended, not a single case can be found of 
a black man sunstruck. 

In the first surprise at this information one might 
imagine that a good way for people to avoid being 
overcome by the torrid heat of summer would be to 
make liberal applications of burnt cork to their 
skins. There issomething so simple and easy in 
this suggestion that, ifit were not for appearances, 
it might be experimented with by the whole popu- 
lation of Philad »Iphia. 

It might if it were not for the fact that the records 
of other cities, particularly cities in the south, show 
that negroes are sunstruck. This is rather bewilder’ 
ing. It is, asone may say, dazing. And the con- 
clusion to which it leads is that Philadel hia 
darkies are peculiarly particularin hot weather to 
avoid hard work and keep out of the sun,

The Sale of the State Road, 
From the Chattanooga Times. 

The Georgia legislature ought to pass the 
bill for the sale of the Wc stern and Atlantic railroad, 
placing the minimum price within a reasonable 
figure, so as to make sure of its prompt disposal. The 
state has no right to be a railroader, though it was 
justifiel in building this line when neither home 
nor outside capital was either unwilling foror in- 
adequate to the undertaking. The road has been a 
source of more or less political demoralization and 
corruption from the day it was compiete until now. 
Nothing more forcible shows this than the fact that 
the state executive, the legislature and the lessees of 
the line are in a brown study over the question of 
compensation to the latter for $1,500,000, more or 
less, of betterments put on the property, concerning 
which there is nota syllable of provision in the 
lease! Could stronger evidence be asked asto the 
unfitness of a state to manage railroad or other great 
collateral corporate interests? The existence of the 
road as a state asset is a perpetual menace to legiti- 
mate enterprises by corporations and private par- 
ties. Sell it and let it take its chances with other 
railroads.

duty to do in making the contract; that the lessees 
acquired a property in the contract and.a vested 
right in their labor, and that the resolution of the 
legislature of 1883, attempting to make a new grant 
of the convicts to the Marietta and North Georgia 
Railroad company was unconstitutiona), null and 
void, and the court ordered the principal keeper to 
disre it, and not to deliver the convicts as in- 
structed by the resolution, because it was unconsti- 
tutional, mull and void. 

I desire in this article simply to make a few quo 
tations from the decison of the supreme court. & 
will be found on page 345 and the succeeding 
in volume seventy-one, Georgia reports. 

It was the unanimous decision of the full bench. 

On page 347 the court says: 

I. “The act of the legislature of this state 
in 1876, authorizing the governor to lease the con- 
victs of the state to certain penitentiary companies, 
is constitutional and valid. There is no provision 
of the constitution of this state which prohibits the 
legislature from authorizing the governor to enter 
into contracts ans of the Jabor of the convicts 
of the state, provided that in making such contracts 
. oe 5 ne ee ie the Ma nag over the 

Cts, a was done, both under t ; 
1874 and 1876,” = er 

“The validity and legality of the contracts be- 
tween the state and complainants was fully recog- 
nized by this court in the decision of the court re- 
ported in 65th Georgia, page 504.” 

“The contract of lease made by the governor with 
Georgia penitentiary companies numbers one, two, 
and three,are valid and binding both upon the 
state and said companies.” 

Then the court gives a history of the lease, setting 
forth the substance of the whole of it in the opinion, 
and the court then adds, on page 349, ‘’This contract 
of lease was signed by the governor and by the 
officers of penitentiary companies named, and in 
pursuance of said contract, bonds were given, and 
on the 22d day of June, 1876, an executive order was 
made by the governor accepting the bonds and con- 
tracts, and by said order the companies were de- 
clared to be corporations, and the names of the 
officers of said companies were entered on the min- 
utes of the executive department.” 

“Under the contracts thus made by the lessees, 
should they fail at the end of any year to pay the 
amount agrecd upon for the hire of the convicts, by 
an act passed in 1876, the comptroller-general could 
issue execution for said amount not paid. Under 
the contract as herein set forth, penitenti com- 
panies numbers one, two and three, contend that 
they are entitled to the services of all the convicts, 
(except the two hundred and fifty to the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad for three years,) for a 
period of twenty years from April Ist. 1579, the date 
at which leases under the act of 1874, expired.’’ 

“Defendants insist that the Marietta and North 
Georgia Railroad company was an incorporated 
railroad company working convicts when the act of 
1876 was passed, and as such insist that they are en- 
titled not only to 250,for three years, but are entit:ed 
to a re-lease of the convicts under the act of 1876, in 
preference to the rights of complainants. And 
defendants further insist that the state of Georgia 
notwithstanding lease contracts have been entere 
into with it, has the right to withdraw from such 
contracts at its pleasure,’’ 

The court adds, ‘“‘the constitution of the United 
States provides that no state shall pass — law im- 

iring the obligation of contracts,’’ (See section 

constitution.) This court holds that the inhibition 
in the constitution that prevents a state from pass- 
ing a law impairing the obligations of contracts, ap- 
plies to contracts made by the state as well as to con- 
tracts made between citizens of the state.”’ 

The court then quotes from Cooley’s constitutional 
limitations, and from Story, in confirmation of this 
position, and it then adds, ‘“‘We hold that the obli- 
gation of a ecniract made by the state with one of 
its citizens cannot be impaired by legisletive act any 
more than if the contract was made between two of 
the citizens of the state; that contracis made by the 
state with a citizen of the state come within the in- 
hibition of the constitution of the United States upon 
the subject of a state’s violating the obligations of 
contracts by legislative act. A state being sovereign 
in the eye of the law, is presumed to be the embodi- 
ment of all the wisdom, honor, justice and virtue of its 
citizens; and how could this great commonwealth lay 
claim to such a high standard of excellence if she should 
break her contracts*with impunity? If there be reason 
and justice in the rule that the obligations of con- 
tracts between citizers should not be impaired by 
legislative act, when the state isa party to the con- 
tract, is it not a stronger reason why the rule should 
be maintained and upheld?” 

“Contracts are the springs of trade, commerce 
and business. They determine the confidence of 
man in the conduct of his fellow; the virtue 
of the citizen as well as national life, can rest on no 
safer foundation than the faithful fulfillment of 
contracts. That contracts are to be maintained in 
arepublican form of government isa rule that is 
fundamental. We find that the state, throngh its 
chief executive, has leased its convicts for twenty 
years and is to receive twenty-five thousand dollars 
perannum. Whether the contract thus made was 
proper, or v h>ther now one more remunerative to 
the state could be made, are considerations by which 
this court cannot afford to be influenced. It is the 
contiye of the courts to enforce and not to make 
contigcts.” 

“The state can change its penitentiary system, 
can change its mode of punishment, may reduce 
felonies to misdemeanors or make, prospectively, 
misdemeanors felonies, but as long as the state con- 
tinues its present system and modes of punishment, 
contracts made,in having the same enforced, are 
binding on the state. If this were not so, with 
what claien of right or degree of pee could the 
state insist that the lessees perform their part of the 
contracts, as hereinbefore set forth?’’ 

“The legislature in 1883 passed a joint resolu- 
tion instructing the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary to turn over to the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad company two 
hundred and tifty .able bodied convicts, 
to be worked for the benefit of the company, 
until the line of said road, together with certain 
branch roads, shall have been completed. And 
complainants by their amended bill, allege that in 
ursuance with-the resolution, Nelms, principal 

eeper of the penitentiary, unless enjoined. will de- 
liever the convicts therein mentioned to the rail- 
road company.” 

“This resolution upon its face purports to be and 
is, a new grant by the state to the railroad company. 
It was passed ata time when by contract between 
the governor of the state and the penitentiary com- 

inies, the labor of all the convicts for twenty years 
1ad been leased fur the sum of Soke gy Pb thousan 
dollars perannum. This resolution if carried into 
effect, will witidraw from the penitentiary compa- 
nies the labor of two hundred and fifty convicts 
which they would be entitled to unler their con- 
tracts made with the state; and there is no offer or 
tender of compensation by the state.”’ 

‘This court holds that the resolution Is wnconstitu- 
tional and void, as it violates the obligations of t he con- 
tract, entered into by the state in leasing its convicts, 
We fully appreciate the rule that the courts should

TOOMBS’S DEBUT. 


‘“‘He Bounded Into the Arena Like a Blacke 
Maned Numidian Lion.”’ 
From the Louisville Courier Journal. 

The first evidence of the coming power of 
this remarkable man was exhibited at Willington, » 
sma}] village in Abbeville district (as the present 
counties were then called), South Carolina. Genera 
George MeDuffie, the only representative of Demos- 
thenes in this country since Patre: Henry, lived 
near there. MeDuffie was! arnessed lightaine. He 
forged the chain of logic at a white heat. He was 
the most nervous, impassioned and thrilling tribune 
of the people of that day, He demonstrated the 
political probl ms as Euclid did geometry, while 
foaming at the mouth and screaming like a painted 
Creek Indian. He had married the only daughter 
of Dick Singleton, the celebrated millionaire turf- 
man and rice planter. and he owned four hundred 
slaves and made eight hundred bales of cotton a 
year. He had been a member Of congress, governor 
of South Carolina, and was afterwards United 
States senator. The people, befo:e making up their 
minds on any political question, would say ‘Mr. 
Mc! uffie is ro'ng to speek at Morrow's old field two 
weeks from now, and I will wait till I hear him;” 
and the:e they would come forty and fifty miles, and 
camp out the night before to hear him, and his 
speech would decide the politics of the entire coun- 
try once a year, On this Willington occasion it was 
said that “the everlasting-mouthed Bob Toombs was 
coming over to meet him.’’ Four thousand people 
were there when that rash young Georgian crossed 
the Savannah to meet the lion in his den, to beard 
the Douglas in his halls. Toombs rode a horse, and 
it was remarked that his shirt bosom was stained 
with tobacco juice. Yet he was one of the hand- 
somest men that.ever had the seal of genius on his 
brow. His head was round asthe celestial globe. 
His abundant, straight, black hair hung in profusion 

ver his ample, marble forehead. He had as many 
teeth as a shark, and they were whiter than ivory, 
His eyes were black as death and bigger than an 
ox’s, His step was as gracefyl as the 
wild-cat’s, and yet he weighed two 
hundred pounds. His presence capti- 
vated even the idolators of George McDuffie. He 
bounded into the arena like ablack-maned Numid- 
ian lion from the unknown deserts of middle Geor- 
gia, to reply tothe Olympian Jupiter ofthe up- 
country of the proud Palmetto state. It was the 
most memorable overthrow that McDuffie ever sus- 
tained. This was in the Harrison-Van Buren elec- 
tion of 1840. His argument, his invective, his overe 
bearing torrent of irreverent denunciation, is a tra- 
dition in that country even now. McDuffie :aid: 
“T have heard John Randolph, of Roanoke, and 
met Tristam Burgess, of Rhode Island, but this wild 
Georgian is fhe Mirabeau of this age.” After that 
South Carolina admitted that Georgia was some- 
thing more than the refuge of South Carolina fugi- 
tives from justice. This was the beginning of 
Toombs’s immortal southern fame. 

Since the recent death of ex-Senator.R. M. T 
Hunter, of Virginia, Senator Reagan, of Texas, an@ 
ex-Governor T. H. Watts, of Alabama, are tlic only 
surviving members of Mr, Davis's cabinet. Reagan 
was postmaster ge:eral and Watts attorney general. 
At Mon'g mery, Ala., there wasa seeret session of 
the cabinet to see whether we should, bombard Fort 
Sumter. Toombs was then secretary of state and 
was rcgarded as the most rash, headstrong and vio- 
lent man in the confederacy. While in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Davis, the belince of the cabinet gave 
their opinions in favor of the bombardment, Mr. 
Toombs was, as was his custom, pacing the floor. 
When it came his turn to express his opinicn, to 
the amazement of all he vehemently oppo«d 
the aitack, and made one of the most 
remarkable speeches of all his life in opposition to 
it. He said it would be the doom of the confedera- 
cy. He said: “Let Charleston go. Give up Sumier. 
Let it be provisioned, but never explode the volcane 
that is und: r our feet.” He said it was suicide and 
madness and would lose us every friend in all the 
north, and exhibited all his magnificent powers ip 
opposition to the attack. Hesaid: “Mr. President, 
you will wantonly strike a bornet’s nest that filis the 
north from ocean to ocean, and legions, now quiet, 
will swarm out to sting us to death. It is unneces- 
sary; it puts us in the wrong: it js fatal.” And so 
it was. Toombs was the wisest and the greatest of 
all the statesmen of the southern confederacy. .

is notable in many respects, and is, therefore, 
worth printing in full. It reads: 

An act to regulate the capture of terrapins in the 
waters of this state, to provide penalties for a viola- 
tion of the same and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia and te is hereby enacted by 
autbority of the same, that from and after the first 
day of January, 1888, it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to capture terrapinsin any of tle 
rivers, estuaries, bays, sounds, creeks or tide waters 
of this state, by means of seine, ne 8 ae or other 
device or devices, from the first day of March to the 
25th day of July of each and every year. 

Section 2—It shall be unlawful tor any person or 
Sot way to capture in any manner or at any time, 

emale terrapins of a less size than five and one-half 

inches measured lengthwise on the lower shell, and 
when any such terrapins come up in the seines, or are 
caught in any trap, nét, or other device or devices, 
they shall be at once returned to the waters from 
which they were taken. 

Section 3—It shall not be lawful at any time to use 
any seine, net, trap, or other device or devices, for 
the capture of terrapins with meshes or opening. 
smaller than 5% inches stretched, or 444 inehes bar 
meshes, 

Section 4—It shall be taken and deemed as prima 
fie e eviience of a violaticn « f the provisions of this 
act for any person or persons to be found in posses- 
sion of any fema @e terrapin or terrapins of a less 
size than 5% inches, measu‘ed lengthwise Oo. the 
lk wer shellat any season of the year, or of any ter- 
rapin or terrapins of any kind between the first of 
March and 25th of July of each and every year. 

Section 5—Upon information given upon oath by 
any person or personsto any officer or officers au- 
thorized by the laws of the state to issue criminal 
warrauts, of a violation ofany of the provisions 
of this act by any person or persons he shall issue 
his warrant directed to the sheriffs and constables 
of said state commanding and requiring them t 
arrest the party or parties alleged to have been en- 
gaged in a violation of this act, and upon conviction 
of such offence, the penalty shall bea fine of not 
less than $100 or more than $1,000, one-half of said 
fine to be divided equally between the informer and 
the arresting officer, the.other half to be applied as 
is now provided for fines and forfeitures, under the 
laws of this state; or imprisonment at hard labor for 
not less than one month or more than twelve 
months, in the discretion of the court; or both fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court.

COURT AND CAPITOL. 


What Was Done inthe Various 
Departments Yesterday. 


MR. ANDERSON COMMISSIONED CAPTAIN 


The News About the State House, Court 
House and City Hall, as Compiled 
From the Records Yesterday. 


Yesterday was a quiet day about the capi- 
tol, customhouse, and the several justice halls. 
Gevernor Gordon signed one bill, and attend- 
ed only toroutine business. The adjutang 
general issued the commission of captain to 
Clfford L. Anderson of the Gate City Guard. 
No news of special interest was developed in 
the courts, and altogether in that line the day 
was on the whole uneventful. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


YESTERDAY WAS A quiet day at the execn- 
tive office. Governor Gordon transacted a 
large amount of business, but there was very 
little of an interesting nature. Governor Gor 
don has about decided that he will attend the 
centennial constitutional celebration at Phila- 
delphia,in September. His visit will depend 
altogether upon the condition of public busi- 
ness at home. He will certainly not jeopardize 
any interest by his departure, but the manage- 
ment of the centennial is exceedingly desirous 
that he should be present, as the executives of 
the other ftwelve original states have signified 
their intention of participating in the dis- 

lay. 

, Govakvon Gorpon. approved only one leg- 
islative enactment yesterday. During the after- 
-noon he signed the joint resolution of the gen- 
eral assembly restoring the Mutual Reserve 
Fund Life association to the privilege of doing 
business in Georgia. The resolution provides 
that the company shall have complied with all 
the laws governing insurance companies before 
its license shall be Piven. The resolution was 
passed by the house some days ago, but receiv- 
ed the sanction of the senate only on yesterday. 
It was immediately engrossed and transmitted 
to the governor, who quickly signed it. 

SEVERAL DAYS AGO the directors of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad company at 
& meeting held in Marietta decided to amend 
the charter of the road under the general rail- 
road law of the state, so as to obtain the nec- 
essary authority to extend the line to Atlanta. 
The amendments were secured in due form ac- 
cording to law, the company complymg with 
all the provisions of the statute. The branch 
to Atlanta will perhaps be quickly constructed, 
the route not yet being decided upon. The 
amendment does not authorize the road to 
condemn other ruilroad property in construct- 
ing itsnew line. : 
COMPTROLLER GENERAL WRIGHT On yes- 
terday received the following tax digests: Ir- 
win county returns $808,840,- an increase of 
$43,993 over the returns of 1886; Wilcox coun- 
ty returns $634,849, an increase of $61,181; 

wiggs county returns $635,781, a decrease of 
$64,510. The increase of the counties report- 
ing yesterday was in the aggregate $64,510, 
Which added to the increase already noted 
makes a combined increase of nearly 24,000,- 
000 up to date. The Wilcox county digest had 
to be returned owing to some omissions.

lynched, one from each race ought to be select- 
ed. This was believed{generally to be the line 
Colonel Glenn was going to take, but Colonel 
Bill Harris in his stentorian voice cried out: 

‘Hane him!”’ 

Whereupon, Colonel Glenn, thinking a del- 
egation from Dalton, or the Boston meeting 
had arrived, beat a hasty retreat. 

The meeting broke up in confusion and the 
object for which it was convened was defeated. 
During the day, however, the excitement 
cooled down and byevening matters had as- 
sumed their normal condition.

act of 1876,"’ be 

The committee further requested that “if 
the originals, or copies, cannot be furnished, 

pleqse furnish such data as will enable the 
committee to.refer to the books, where such 
_ transactions, are recorded.’’....... .... 

This was the purport of the commitiee’s let- 
ter to the executive minute clerk, and Mr, 
Schotield stated to the committee that Captain 
Harrison would .be present in person at ten 
o’clock.to verbally testify what he knew about 
the matter. 

PREPARING FOR THE REPORT. 

While waiting for Captain Harrison, the 
committee proceeded to consider the unfinished 
business relating to the investigation. The 
meeting being the last one at which evidence 
would be taken, there were several matters 
pertaining to the evidence that demanded at- 
tention. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, moved that 
Messrs. Ham and Terrell be appointed a com- 
mittee te take charge of all the papers which 
liad been submitted t the committee and of- 

fered in evidence, céllate and edit the same, 
rejecting all that did not pertain to the ques- 
tion mentioned in the original resolution under 
which the committee sat. It was deemed 
necessary that such attention be given the 
mass of evidence and papers before the com- 
miitee read over the matter for the last time 
before making up its report. 

WHAT THE SECOND, SUB-COMMITTEE WILL DO, 

On motion of Messrs. Ham and Terrell, 
Mr. Scofield was added tothe committee, and 
these three gentlemen then proceeded to col- 
lect all the data that had been laid before the 
committee. Within the next day or two the 
committee will doubtless finish their labors, 
and as soon asthe papers are all arranged, 
.Chairman Huff will call a meeting and the 
sub-committee will begin the work of making 
up its report. . ° 

The hour of three having arrived, and Cap- 
tain Harrison not appearing, the substance of 
the interview between him and Mr. Scofield 
was rélated by the last named gentleman. 
Mr. Scotield said that Captain Harrison had 
informed him that he could not find any 
executive orders onthe. baoks wf, the nature 
and kind alinded.ta-by the committee. 

CAPTAIN HARBISON REQUESTED TO WRITE. 

It was then deciaed that Secretary Schofield 
ask Captain Harrison to place in writing his 
answer to the committee. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, called attention 
to.the $250 appropriation passed by the house 
for; the-expense. of taking down the steno- 
graphic copy of the testimony, He asked if 
the senate had passed the. resolution. -Seme 
one suggested that it did not require the. con- 
currence of the senate, but this view was com- 
batted by others. After considerable discus- 
sion, the committee agreed that it would re- 
quire another resolntion of the house direct- 
ing the money.to be. paid to the. stenographer, 
and it was decided that the chairman of the 
finance comniittee be asked to look into the 
matter, s0 that Stenographer Barnes could re- 
ceive his pay. 

THK COMMITTEE ADJOURNS. 

Evervthing having been arranged, the com- 
mittee, a few minutes after 3 o’clock—after six 
weeks of investigation—adjourned the taking 
of testimony sine die, and the meeting broke 
up subject to the call of Chairman Huif, 

The comi@ittee has an immense amount of 
matter in its possession.. The stenographic 
reports “are voluminous; and a large number of 
papers relating to. different topics of the in- 
vestigation are on file, If all these are printed, 
the record will be a large one, but the editing 
committee will put aside ail irrelevant matter, 

WILL THE RBECORD BE PRINTED, 

Some time agoy Mr. Harrisoh introduced a 
resolution authorizing the stenographer to 
furnish each member with as many copies of 
the evidence ads each was willing to pay for. 
One or perhaps more members engaged copies. 
Will the house order the official report printed 
for the use of the. members ? 

A good deal has beenéaidjabout the subject 
in@ semi-offieial manner by sé@veral of the 
committee, but no resolution or motion has 
ever been offered. If the investigation is 
treated in the usua] way, itis likely that the 
whole testimony/willdbo printed. Butit- is a 
venture to say what the honse will do in the 
premises. The evidence al! collected and put 
in good shape would make interesting reading, 
and no doubt would be eagerly sought, 

CAPTAIN HARRISON'S LETTER. 

After the committee adjourned, Mr... Scho- 
field sought Captain Harrison for the purpose 
of obtaining his answer,to the gonimittec’s 
letter. Captein Harrigot. explained why he 
failed to appearat the appomted time, the 
reason being a difference in watches. 

In complying with,the committees request 
Captain Harrison wrote, after ,agknowledging 
the receipt of theletter, thatthe order books 
‘“‘do not contain any order of the nature al- 
luded to. Lhave made repeated search for 
such records, and the books fail to show any 
order of the kind, Major J. W. Warren, who 
has been continuously m the office as secre- 
tary of the executive department, in answer 
to a question says no order of the kind has 
ever been issued by amy governor since the 
lease act,”’ 

THE EFFECT OF THE LETTER. 

Captain Hayrrison’s letter is regarded by sev- 
eral inembers of the committee as one of the 
most important pieces of evidence offered be- 
fore the committee. It was said yestenday 
afternoon that the testimony as recorded by 
the stenographer would in uaglen piece show 
thai several lessees in answer to direct ques- 
tions by the committee, said that the governor 
approved or authorized suelytransfers or sub. 
leases:by executive arder. This raises a direct 
isgue between the testimony and the executive 
records. Such was one version of the proba- 
ble effect. . 

WHAT COLONETD LOWE WAS TO SAY. 

Colonel W. B. Lowe said last night to a 
Constitution of, that his company, No.
